14 WITNESSES 


Jury Returns Factual 
Verdict; Accident in 
Cashtown 


After hearing 
14 witnesses, 
in­ 
cluding the drivers of both cars in ­ 
volved, a coroner’s j^rry returned a 
factual verdict Friday evening at 
the conclusion oi a tnree-hour In­ 
quest into the automobile deaths of 
Mr. and Mrs. M artin G ift and their 
daughter, Mrs. Martha Shoop, all 
of Waynesboro. 
In the verdict, which was returned 
a 
half hour after the case was 
placed In their hands for decision, 
the jurors neither exonerated nor 
blamed 
either 
driver 
but 
found 
simply that the trio had died from 
injuries they received as a result of 
a collision between the cars of R. L. 
Shoop. 271 Park street, Waynesboro, 
and 
Flam inio Gualderoni, 
Akron, 
Ohio, 
shortly 
after m idnight the 
morning of Sunday, August 25. The 
accident occurred on the Lincoln 
highway in Cashtown.

county coroner.
